« Reimburse up to 50% of grant development and submission costs of a
federal grant application. Limited to:
o Counties with pop of less than 100,000 and
o Cities/towns with pop of less than 10,000

« Match for a federal grant

« Reimbursement for design and other engineering services that meet federal
standards for projects eligible for a federal grant
